expressly a panel of a mass storage drive. 

5) From before 03 June 2003 to 25 September 2003, the invention "disclosure, 
which We submitted to burcorporgfe f?aitent departnlent and- which . covered the- conceived 
mass storage drive, was prepared for release to our patent;atlorney. On or abput 25
